On  August  31,  1945,  John  A.  Smith  retires  as  Deputy  Land  Bank  Commissioner 
after  20  years*  service  in  the  Federal  Government,  all  of  which  has  been  in  the 
land  bank  system.  Born  in  the  little  town  of  Arcanum,  Dfeirke  County,  Ohio,  he 
attended'  the  local  grade  and  high  school  and  later  graduated  with  the  degree  of 
Bachelor  of  Arts  from  the  Ohio  State  University.  Soon  after  receiving  a ' 
Bachelor*  s degree  he  took  time  out  to  woo  and  win  a winsome  miss.,  Frances 
Burnett,  with  whom  he  recently  celebrated  the  anniversary  of  40-years  of  wedded 
happiness, 

^ For  19  years  he  engaged,  first  under  partnership  and  then  as  sole  proprietor, 
in  the  buying  and  pacKing  of  leaf  tobacco  and  during  these  years  handled  the 
Ohio  accounts  of  several  of  the  leading  tobacco  concerns  in  the  United  States, 
During  this  period  and  longer,  he  was  also  a farm  owner  _pnji  personally  identi- 
fied as.  manager  of  a farm. 

His  first  appointment  to  the  Federal  service  came  on  July. 'B-i  1925,  when  he  was 
appointed  as  a land  bank  appraiser^  assigned  to  the  Ohio-i^irnsylvahia  Joint 
Sto.ck  Land  Bank  and  performed  appraisal  services  for  that-  banl:  in  addition  to 
cojlectihn  work  and  sales  of  farm  properties.

Ee  was  called  to  the  central 
office  in  V/asnington,  D,  C.  on  July  15,  1929,  on  a temporary  assignment  for  a 
: month  or  six  weeks  as  mortgage  loan  examiner.  One  of  the  officials  stated  at 
the  time  thatj  *^We  may  keep  him  as  long  as  six  weeks — that  is.  if  we  like  him.** 
(Th^y  must  have  liked  him  plenty,  because  he  stayed  16  years,).
